Canada maintained a protective 
tariff on gasoline, but the oil resources of the 
country have not been in process of develop- 
ment in any large way. So far as Alberta 
concerned, and this is the part of the Dominion 
in which the largest known oil deposits exist, 
the higher the tarift has been made the less 
drilling has been done 

What has occurred is that crude oil has been, 
and is being, brought from far corners of the 
earth and refined in Canadian refineries, That 
is desirable so far as the location of the refin- 
eries is concerned, but not as to the original 
source of the oil. If Canada were studded 
with refineries, that would not make the coun- 
try independent of foreign supplies so long as 
the crude oil comes out of wells somewhere 
outside the Dominion. 

It may be that lowering the tariff would not 
speed up the production of oil in Canada; but 
certainly the 2'2 cents a gallon tariff tax on 
gasoline has not done so. 

The Canadian motorist may be patriotic to 
no end, and may still feel that if our oil sup- 
plies are to come from foreign sources there is 
no compensating advantage to the country in 
making him pay prices for gasoline far higher 
than are paid by motorists on the other side of 
the international boundary,

You've doubtless read of chaps who go on 
trips round the world in small craft, earning 
their way as they go. There was old Capt. 
Joshua Slocum who did it single-handed in 
his boat the “Spray,” and Erling Tambs and 
his bride who set out on a honey moon cruise 
in the “Teddy” and finished up four years 
later in New Zealand with a two-year-old 
son and an infant daughter. Well, a big Ger- 
man cruiser, the “Karlsruhe” has set out on 
an eight months cruise round the world, dur- 
ing which time she will spend no money. 

Sufficient rations have been loaded on the 
vessel to last four months. Before these are 
exhausted the ship will be restocked with fur- 
ther supplies which will be sent from Germany 
on German ships. In addition to the oi] in her 
fuel tanks, the Karlsruhe will be accompanied 
by a tanker, carrying 8000 tons of oil. Should 
this not prove enough for the voyage, further 
supplies will be obtained in places where Ger- 
man credits can be utilized. 

The wages of the crew will be paid, not in 
currency, but in German credits, the ship carry- 
ing a supply of such articles as the men on 
board are likely to desire. 

Letters for home will be stamped with Ger- 

man postage stamps, and will be sent to Ger- 
many on German ships. 
What is the reason for all this? Germany 
short of money.

Chronic Nephritis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Chronic nephritis is one of the common 
diseases of middle age, seldom developing in 
the patient under 40. It develops slowly, almost 
secretly, and is to be differentiated from the 
acute form, Chronic nephritis occurs in several 
forms, but the form which I will discuss today 
is not marked by a notice- 
able swelling of the ankles, 
which symptom is character- 
istic of another type of 
chronic nephritis. 

Together, the two kidneys 
form one of the most import- 
ant eliminative organs of the 
body and the kidneys are 
responsible for the elimina- 
tion of the end-products of 
protein, that is, the waste 
products resulting from the 
use of protein in the body, are gotten rid of 
through the kidneys, At the same time that the 
kidneys excrete protein end-products, they 
keep inside the body the valuable proteins 
which pass through them in the blood, these 
proteins being kept in by a filtering membrane. 
The kidney which is chronically inflamed from 
nephritis, also called Brights’ Disease, will 
reverse the normal process and will throw out 
proteins which should be kept in and will keép 
waste products which should be thrown out. 
After this happens, albumin will appear in the 
liquid waste secreted by the kidneys. However, 
it is well to bear in mind that the presence of 
albumin of itself does not necessarily indicate 
Brights’ Disease; it is just that a showing of 
albumin in the laboratory specimen is so fre- 
quently found in chronic nephritis, that we 
recognize this as one of the very common 
symptoms of the disorder. 

Another symptom of nephritis is the finding 
of casts in the liquid thrown out by the kidneys. 
The two kinds of casts most frequently found 
are hyaline casts and granular casts. High 
blood pressure often accompanies chronic 
nephritis, Usually, there occurs some change in 
the amount of fluid eliminated. During the 
later stages of the disease, the amount is often 
decreased and becomes scanty, The symptoms 
are not noticeable enough during the earlier 
stages to attract the attention of he patient to 
the fact that kidney damage is occurring. 

The habits of living which may be con- 
sidered as the most important in producing 
Bright's Disease are the following: First, the 
over-eating of all kinds of food. Second, ener-

vation brought on by destructive emotions 
which deplete nerve energy. Third, the use of 
an excess of sugar and starch in the diet, 


Fourth, the use of inharmonious food combina- 
tions. Fifth, lack of sufficient exercise to take 
care of a normal amount of food. 

I recommend that the fast be used at the 
beginning of the treatment and within a few 
days after the patient starts the fasting regi- 
men, the amount of albumin in the liquid 
elimination will usually decrease. The fast is 
particularly beneficial when the blood pressure 
is too high. During the fast, the patient is giv- 
ing the kidneys a certain amount of p!gsiolog- 
ical rest and because of that rest, part of the 
functional power of the kidney will return. 

Next after the fast, a better diet is to be 
relied upon. As a general rule, it is advisable 
to cut down on the amount of food which the 
patient has been using, especially if any tend- 
ency to over-weight is present. A moderate 
ount of protein should be supplied in the 
form of lean beef, fish, chicken and eggs. 

Regularity of habit is essential for these 
patients and they will be helped by increasing 
the skin elimination through daily baths. A 
moderate amount of exercise is beneficial and 
probably walking is about as good a form of 
exercise as may be taken.

interest to all motorists, and more 
especially to those of us who do 
most of our driving in the coun- 
try and frequently use the high- 
ways both in the day time and at

For the past fifteen years my 
business has kept me behind the 
wheel of a motor car five and six 
days a week, and during that 
time my records show I have 
piloted a car over three hundred 
thousand miles. Does this give 
me an experience rateing suffi- 
cient to make what I am about to 
say, worth reading? Well, I will 
take a chance anyway. 

In the accident your editorial 
mentions, the people are in the 
hospital and their car is a wreck, 
due to the faulty driving of the 
driver in charge of the truck 
which skidded on the ice, got out 
of control, and ran into them 
There can be no recourse because 
the truck owner had only made 
a small payment on the truck, 
has no other property, and carried 
no accident insurance, 

You base the theme of your 
editorial criticism on the fact 
that this particular truck did not 
carry accident insurance and I 
seem to sense the insinuation that 
all trucks being driven over our 
highways are indifferently handl- 
ed and should be singled out for 
some special restrictions includ- 
ing the carrying of accident in- 
surance, I think you missed the 
mark here and placed the cart 
before the horse. Anyway, I for 
one, will take a chance in not be- 
ing directly interested in whether 
or notethe big truck that hits me 
carries accident insurance, after 
the smash up. I estimate my 
chances of being a survivor of 
such a tangle, less than a one to 
three bet. 

In my humble opinion, when 
dealing with trucks at any rate, 
an ounce of prevention is worth 
a ton of cure, and to amplify my 
idea I would suggest that the very 
worst drivers you meet in either 
city or country, are young men 
between the ages of eighteen and 
thirty, and that all too frequently
